- Whereas the Government of India have issued 
the Pulses, Edible Oil Seeds and Edible Oils (Storage Control) Order, 1977, 
published as S. O.780 ( E ) dated the 21st November , 1977 in Part II, section 3 , 
sub- section (ii) of the Gazette of India Extraordinary dated the 21st 
November, 1977 ; 

And whereas clause 3 of the said Order inter-alia provides that no person 
shall carry on business as afdealer in edible oils and edible oilseeds except under 
and in accordance with tho terms and conditions of a licence granted under a 
State Order if the stocks of edible oils including hydrogenated vegetable oils 
or edible oil seeds including groundnut in shell in his possession exceed the 
quantity specified in the said clause 3 ; 

And whereas amendments to the Kerala Edible Oils, Vanaspati and Baby 
Food Dealers Licensing Order, 1975 have been found necessary in regard to 
the licensing and storage of edible oils and edible oil in the lig! of the 
said Government of India Order ; 

Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub -sections (1) 
and (2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 
of 1955) read with the Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
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Agriculture (Department of Food) No. GȘR . 316 (E ) dated the 20th June, 1972, 
published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, section 3, sub - setion 
(i) dated the 20th June, 1972, GSR 452 (E ) dated the 25th October, 1972 , 
published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II , section 3, sub 
section (i), dated the 25th October , 1972 and GSR 168 ( E ) dated the 13th 
March , 1973, published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, 
section 3, sub-section (i) dated the 13th March, 1973 the Government of 
Kerala hereby make the following further amendments to the Kerala Edible 
Oils, Vanaspati and Baby Food Dealers Licensing Order, 1975, published as 
Order No. 2266 /C1/73/ Food dated the 27th June, 1975 , in Part I of the Kerala 
Gazette No. 28 dated the 15th July , 1975, namely : 


AMENDMENTS 


In the said Order 


1. in clause 1, for sub -clause (1), the following sub -clause shall be substi 
tuted , namely : 

" (1) This Order may be called the Kerala Edible Oil seeds, Edible 
Oils, Vanaspati and Baby Food Dealers Licensing Order, 1975."

Provided that no producer of edible oils, other than mustard oil, shall 
store or have in his possession at any time edible oil seeds in excess of one- eighth 
of the oil seeds used by him in the year ending on the 31st day of October, 1977, 
and he shall not hold the finished stock of oil, in a quantity exceeding one 
twelfth of his production during the year ending the 31st day of October, 1977: 

Provided further that no producer ofmustard oil shall store or have in his 
possession at any time mustard seeds in excess of one-twelfth of the mustard 
seed used by him in the year ending on the 31st day of October, 1977, and he 
shall not hold the finished stock, namely mustard oil, in a quantity exceeding 
one twenty-fourth of his production during the year ending 31st day of 
October, 1977 : 

Provided also that nothing in this clause shall apply to 
( a ) the storage or possession of edible oil seeds and edible oils imported 

from abroad ; 
to a commission agent who does not retain any consignment of 
edible oil seeds received by him for a period exceeding fifteen days 

from the date of its receipt. 
(2 ) Every dealer referred to in sub- clause (1) shall, immediately, give 
intimation to the Collector regarding the stocks of any edible oil seeds or edible 
oils left with him or any other person on his behalf in excess of the stocks 
prescribed in sub clause (1) and such stocks shall not be disposed by the dealer 
or other person except in accordance with the directions of the Collector. 

Note : For purposes of sub - clause (1) above, Cochin , Calicut and 
Trivandrum shall be regarded as category B cities and all other towns/cities 
in the State shall be regarded as category C cities. 

4. in Schedule I, after item 3, the following item shall be added as 
item 4 , namely : 

" 4. Edible Oil seeds 

(i) Groundnut and groundnut in shell 
(ii) Gingelly seeds 
( iii) Copra 
( iv) Otheredible oil seeds" 


5. in Schedule 11, in Forms A and B for the words and figures, 
" The Kerala Edible Oils, Vanaspati and Baby Food Dealers Licensing Order, 
1975" wherever they occur, the following words and figures shall be 
substituted , namely : 

“ The Kerala Edible Oil seeds, Edible Oils, Vanaspati and Baby Food 
Dealers Licensing Order, 1975."

Explanatory Note 


( This is not part of the Notification ) 


According to the Pulses, Edible Oil Seeds and Edible Oils (Storage Control) 
Order, 1977 promulgated by the Government of India , the dealers in edible 
oil seeds and edible oils require licences to deal in these commodities. The 
order envisages ceiling in stocks that a dealer in these commodities can hold 
at a time. The State Government at present do not have a licensing order 
for edible oil seeds and the licensing order for E lible Oils and Baby Food 
does not contain the provision for ceiling on stocks of edible oils . The amend 
ment is intended to achieve these purposes.
